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SUMMARY  OF  FATAL  ACCIDENTS 
1982 

Mr.  Charles  R.  Greenwood,  age  44,  married,  three  dependents, 
was  fatally  injured  from  a  compressor  explosion  at  approximately 
5:15  A.M.,  Friday,  February  12,  1982,  while  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  as  a  Drill  Foreman  at  Peabody  Coal  Company,  River  King 
Pit  #6,  Marissa,  Randolph  County,  Illinois. 

The  accident  occurred  in  the  5761  pit  at  the  side  wall  drill.  The 
compressor  was  being  replaced  and  hooked  up  to  the  old  storage 
tank.  Some  air  leaks  had  developed  and  they  were  in  the  process  of 
finding  these  leaks  by  starting  and  stopping  the  compressor.  Dur- 
ing this  procedure  the  end  blew  off  the  receiving  tank  striking  an 
electrical  box.  The  force  of  the  blow  tore  the  door  off  the  electrical 
box  striking  Mr.  Greenwood,  in  the  chest.  Mr.  Greenwood,  was 
transported  to  the  Sparta  Community  Hospital  where  he  expired 
from  internal  injuries. 


Mr.  James  Jackson,  age  34,  married,  six  dependents,  was  fatally 
injured  from  a  roof  fall  at  approximately  7:10  P.M.,  Tuesday,  March 
16,  1982,  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  Beltman  at  In- 
land Steel  Coal  Company  #1,  Sesser,  Jefferson  County,  Illinois 

Mr.  Jackson  and  two  other  miners  began  working  with  a  con- 
tinuous miner  cutting  down  a  brow  which  was  adjacent  to  an  over- 
cast. Mr.  Jackson,  cut  an  area  about  26  feet  long  tapering  the  roof  to 
reach  the  height  of  the  overcast.  In  the  process  Mr.  Jackson,  cut  the 
roof  bolts  supporting  that  area  of  the  crosscut.  Instead  of  roof 
bolting  the  area  again  another  miner  Harry  Collins,  trammed 
through  the  area  and  began  cutting  the  next  brow.  Mr.  Jackson  and 
Merwin  Bryan,  followed  behind  the  continuous  miner  and  stood  in 
the  unsupported  area.  Mr.  Byran,  was  told  by  Mr.  Jackson,  to  find  a 
prybar,  so  to  remove  some  loose  rock  and  as  Mr.  Byron,  walked 
away  a  large  portion  of  the  roof  feU  covering  Mr,  Jackson.  He  was 
quickly  removed  and  taken  to  the  hospital  where  he  was  pronounced 
dead. 


Mr.  Eddie  A.  Dycus,  age  28,  married,  three  dependents  was  fatal- 
ly injured  from  crushing  injuries  received  at  approximately  10:20 
P.M.,  Tuesday,  April  20,  1982,  while  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  as  Bratticeman  at  Freeman  United  Coal  Mining  Company, 
Orient  #3,  Waltonville,  Jefferson  County,  Illinois. 

Mr.  Dycus,  was  instructed  to  begin  preparations  for  the  building 
of  a  concrete  block  stopping  in  a  crosscut.  This  crosscut  had 
previously  been  used  by  one  of  the  shuttlecar  operators  but  had 
been  told  to  advance  to  the  next  crosscut,  since  a  stopping  was  to  be 
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built  in  the  one  previously  used.  Mr.  Dycus,  had  begun  work  when 
the  shuttlecar  operator  forgot  to  not  use  the  crosscut  entered  it  thus 
running  over  Mr.  Dycus.  He  was  pronounced  dead  at  the  Good 
Samaritan  Hospital,  Mt.  Vernon,  Illinois. 


Mr.  Melvin  R.  Robb,  age  36,  married,  one  dependent,  was  fataUy 
injured  from  a  roof  fall  at  approximately  3:10  P.M.,  Friday,  April 
23,  1982,  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  Roof  Bolter  at 
Amax  Coal  Company,  Wabash  Mine,  Keensburg,  Wabash  County, 
Illinois. 

Mr.  Robb,  entered  a  crosscut  with  a  Roof  Bolter  machine  and 
began  to  pin  a  place  that  the  miner  had  just  left.  Mr.  Robb,  installed 
a  bolt  29  inches  from  the  rib  and  moved  the  boom  of  the  roof  bolter 
over  to  install  the  next  bolt  in  the  pattern  of  the  roof  bolt  plan.  He 
had  drilled  the  hole  and  started  to  pick  up  a  bolt  when  a  piece  of  rock 
fell  striking  him  in  the  right  shoulder  and  across  the  hips.  The  rock 
was  11  feet  wide  and  17  feet  long.  Mr.  Robb,  was  transported  to  the 
hospital  where  he  was  pronounced  dead. 


Mr.  Jess  White,  Jr.,  age  47,  married,  two  dependents,  was  fatally 
injured  from  a  fall  down  a  shaft  at  approximately  12:20  A.M., 
Saturday,  April  24,  1982,  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as 
foreman  at  Old  Ben  Coal  Company  #26,  Sesser,  FrankUn  County,  Il- 
linois. 

Mr.  White,  had  completed  working  the  4:00  P.M.  to  12:00  A.M. 
shift  and  was  staying  to  assist  in  a  fire  check  of  the  mine.  He  told 
the  mine  manager  that  the  material  motor  was  too  close  to  the  cage 
and  he  was  going  to  move  it. 

At  12:15,  Terry  Hill,  Stockroom  Clerk,  saw  the  motor  moving 
toward  the  shaft  and  ran  into  the  washroom  for  help.  When  he  and 
others  returned  to  the  shaft  the  cab  had  broke  off  the  motor  and  was 
caught  between  the  gate  and  the  collar  of  the  shaft.  The  rest  of  the 
motor  was  down  the  shaft  about  50  feet  wedged  in  the  stairway.  Mr. 
White,  was  found  at  the  bottom  of  the  shaft. 


Mr.  Glenn  Blankenship,  age  58,  single,  was  fatally  injured  from 
electrocution  at  approximately  8:25  P.M.,  Friday,  June  25,  1982, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  Chief  Electrican  at  Old  Ben 
Coal  Company  #21,  Sesser,  Frankhn  County,  Illinois. 

Mr.  Blankenship,  was  contacted  to  repair  a  high  voltage  air 
switch  that  had  begun  smoking.  Investigation  of  the  switch  found  a 
fuse  blown.  The  air  switch  was  denergized  so  that  work  could  be 
conducted  on  the  blown  fuse,  however,  while  Mr.  Blankenship,  was 
gone  to  pick  up  a  new  fuse  a  portion  of  the  air  switch  was  in- 
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advertently  energized.  Upon  Mr.  Blankenship's  return  he  proceeded 
to  replace  the  fuse  and  his  touching  the  transformer  resulted  in  his 
electrocution. 


Mr.  Darrell  R.  Dunn,  age  46,  married,  four  dependents,  was  fatal- 
ly injured  from  a  roof  fall  received  at  approximately  6:20  P.M., 
Wednesday,  December  22,  1982,  while  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  as  Foreman  at  Peabody  Coal  Company,  Eagle  #2, 
Shawneetown,  Gallatin  County,  Illinois. 

Mr.  Dunn,  was  in  charge  of  a  work  detail  whose  job  was  to  build 
arches  on  the  1st  Main  South  track  entry.  There  had  been  rock  falls 
in  the  area  and  the  arches  were  needed  for  that  area  of  the  track. 
Several  sections  of  arches  were  already  completed  when  Mr.  Dunn 
and  the  crew  began  their  work  and  it  was  noticed  that  a  large  rock 
was  hanging  from  the  roof  above  the  next  section  of  arch,  however 
all  attempts  to  remove  the  rock  failed  due  to  its  height  above  the 
track.  While  the  arch  immediately  below  this  rock  was  being  install- 
ed a  portion  fell  striking  Mr.  Dunn,  who  was  standing  next  to  the 
last  arch.  Mr.  Dunn,  was  struck  in  the  head  and  was  transported  to 
Ferrell  Hospital  in  Eldorado;  he  was  then  transferred  to  Welborn 
Hospital  in  Evansville,  Indiana,  where  he  died  on  Friday,  December 
24,  1982.

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ANALYTICAL  LABORATORY 

As  a  result  of  an  investigation  of  the  Centralia  mine  disaster 
which  claimed  the  lives  of  111  miners  in  the  spring  of  1947,  a  deci- 
sion was  made  in  January  of  1948  to  establish  an  Analytical 
Laboratory  within  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  laboratory  was  for  the  safety  and  health  of  the  several 
thousand  miners,  union  officials  and  state  and  federal  officials.  By 
establishing  the  Analytical  Laboratory  in  January  of  1948,  Illinois 
became  the  first  state  to  operate  a  laboratory  of  this  type  in  connec- 
tion with  its  mining  department.  Miners  of  Illinois  have  come  to  de- 
pend on  this  laboratory  and  it  has  no  doubt  played  a  significant  role 
in  the  State's  record. 

In  1948  the  laboratory  was  temporarily  located  on  the  University 
of  Illinois  campus  in  Champaign.  In  June  of  1952  the  laboratory 
was  moved  to  Springfield  where  it  remained  until  destroyed  by  fire 
in  December  of  1953.  In  1954  the  laboratory  was  established  at 
West  Frankfort.  Early  in  1970  a  new  building,  the  Mine  Rescue  Sta- 
tion and  Analytical  Laboratory,  was  completed  at  503  East  Main 
Street  in  Benton,  The  building,  a  modern  one-story  building,  cover- 
ing 13,372  square  feet,  houses  the  latest  in  mine  rescue  and 
laboratory  equipment.  This  is  the  first  permanent  building  for  the 
laboratory  since  it  was  established  in  1948.  The  Benton  area  is  the 
center  of  the  largest  coal  producing  field  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  Analytical  Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Minerals  consists  of  two  divisions:  Safety  and  Coal  Analysis. 

Safety  Division 

Mine  disasters,  which  can  claim  many  lives,  are  usually  caused  by 
mine  fires  and  explosions.  The  purpose  of  this  division  is  to  prevent 
this  from  happening.  Mine  rock  dust  samples  are  analyzed  for  the 
percentage  of  combustible  and  incombustible  materials  to  deter- 
mine flame  propagation  characteristics.  These  samples  are  collected 
from  specific  points  in  each  mine  each  month.  In  1982  there  were 
3,356  rock  dust  samples  analyzed  for  three  components,  carbon 
dioxide,  moisture  and  ash,  representing  10,068  individual  com- 
ponents. 

The  second  procedure  used  to  prevent  fires  and  explosions  is  the 
monitoring  of  mine  air.  Methane  and  other  higher  molecular  weight 
saturated  and  imsaturated  hydrocarbons  are  explosives  if  allowed 
to  accumulate  due  to  an  improper  ventilation  plan  and/or  the  im- 
proper execution  of  that  plan.  Air  samples  are  collected  and  analyz- 
ed expeditiously  each  month  from  all  coal,  spar  and  metal  mines  and 
all  quarries  in  the  state.  Any  high  methane  concentrations  are 
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reported  to  State  Mine  Inspectors  immediately  to  insure  corrective 
action. 

These  same  air  samples  are  also  analyzed  for  any  noxious  and/or 
poisonous  gases  such  as  carbon  monoxide.  Oxygen,  methane  and 
carbon  monoxide  are  also  analyzed  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  their 
concentrations  are  in  comphance  with  State  mining  laws  in  regard 
to  health  and  safety  conditions. 

The  laboratory  uses  a  gas  chromatographic  method  for  gas 
analysis  which  is  more  accurate,  economical  and  faster  than  the 
older  volumetric  method.  Samples  are  analyzed  for  oxygen, 
nitrogen,  methane,  carbon  dioxide  and  carbon  monoxide  with  a 
dual-column  gas  chromatograph.  The  chromatographic  system 
employs  a  metallic  nickel  catalytic  converter  for  the  conversion  of 
carbon  dioxide  and  carbon  monoxide  to  methane  making  detection 
possible  by  flame  ionization.  This  conversion  is  similar  to  the  ex- 
haust system  in  most  of  the  newer  cars  and  results  in  sensitivity  of 
.Ippm  for  carbon  monoxide.  Oxygen  and  nitrogen  are  detected  by  a 
thermal  conductivity  detector.  The  entire  chromatographic  system 
feeds  a  strip-chart  recorder,  and  an  electronic  integrator  which  is 
used  for  greater  speed  and  accuracy. 

In  1982  the  laboratory  analyzed  4,733  air  samples,  each  con- 
sisting of  five  gases  for  a  total  of  23,665  components.  This  included 
many  fire  samples,  dozens  of  standards,  and  many  samples  col- 
lected for  abandoned  mines. 

The  laboratory  is  also  equipped  to  provide  field  operations  in  the 
event  of  mine  fire,  explosion,  disaster,  mine  subsidence,  gas  from 
abandoned  mines,  or  other  problems  involving  explosive  gases  and 
air.  Maintained  at  the  laboratory  is  a  portable  gas  chromatograph 
and  the  necessary  equipment  and  supplies  which  can  be  moved  to 
the  problem  area  quickly.  The  equipment  and  supphes  are  housed 
and  transported  in  a  thirty-five  foot  1970  Dodge  van  complete  with 
a  llOOV  generator. 

In  September  of  1980,  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals, 
through  the  Abandoned  Mined  Land  Reclamation  Council,  received 
a  grant  from  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior,  Office  of 
Surface  Mining  for  $24,500.  This  money  was  used  to  buy  additional 
equipment  to  upgrade  the  mobile  laboratory  and  to  remove  certain 
deficiencies.  The  equipment  includes  three  gas  chromatographs, 
two  strip  chart  recorders,  two  electronic  integrators,  five  standard 
gas  mixtures,  two  programmable  calculators,  repair  and  replace- 
ment parts,  and  the  necessary  installation  materials. 


Field  Operations  of  the  Analytical  Laboratory 

In  November  of  1982,  the  mobile  laboratory  was  utilized  for  air 
analysis  in  Vermilion  County  in  Danville  after  an  explosion  of 
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methane  gas  from  an  old  abandoned  mine  which  has  for  many  years 
been  the  site  of  the  Star  Fireworks  Manufacturing  Co.,  Inc.  After 
the  explosion  the  three  shafts  were  filled  to  prevent  the  reoccurrence 
of  the  explosion.  Air  analysis  revealed  no  further  traces  of  metheine 
gas. 

On  September  4th,  5th  and  6th,  1981  the  mobile  laboratory  with 
its  new  equipment  was  first  field-tested  during  an  active  coal  mine 
fire  and  sealing  operation  at  the  Peabody  No.  10  mine.  The  fire  area 
was  sealed  and  the  mine  was  put  back  into  operations  without  inci- 
dent. 

During  the  month  of  June,  1981  the  mobile  laboratory  was  used  in 
cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Law  Enforcement  at  the  state 
police  headquarters  in  Maryville,  Illinois.  The  headquarters  had 
been  severely  damaged  by  mine  subsidence  and  a  series  of  test  bor- 
ings were  being  performed  to  assess  the  extent  of  possible  future 
damage.  Once  the  borings  had  perforated  the  mine  large  concentra- 
tions of  methane  gas  escaped  from  the  mine.  Gas  analysis  was  per- 
formed during  tests  and  recommendations  were  made  to  the  law  en- 
forcement officials  with  regard  to  safety  precautions  which  would 
prevent  ignition  of  the  gas. 

During  May  and  June  of  1981  the  mobile  laboratory  was  utilized 
in  the  analysis  of  air  samples  at  the  old  Wasson  mine.  A  hazardous 
concentration  of  methane  gas  was  found  to  be  escaping,  in  both  the 
air  and  man  and  materials  shafts.  Corrective  action  was  undertaken 
by  the  Abandoned  Mined  Lands  Reclamation  Council. 

During  February  of  1981  the  mobile  laboratory  was  utilized  in  the 
analysis  of  air  samples  collected  at  the  old  West  mine  in  West 
Frankfort.  This  effort  was  in  cooperation  with  the  Abandoned 
Mined  Lands  Reclamation  Council.  The  mine  shaft  was  filled  as  a 
safety  precaution  and  the  old  mine  workings  removed  from  the  site. 

In  August  of  1980,  the  personnel  of  the  Analytical  Laboraiory 
responded  with  their  equipment  and  services  to  a  gob  fire  at  the  Ii- 
land  Steel  No.  1  Coal  Mine,  located  in  Jefferson  County  at  Sesser,  Il- 
linois. Mine  gas  air  samples  were  analyzed  before,  during  and  after 
the  area  was  sealed  and  liquid  carbon  dioxide  was  injected.  The  ox- 
ygen, methane,  carbon  dioxide  and  carbon  monoxide  levels  were 
monitored  carefuUy.  A  total  of  163  mine  gas  air  samples  were 
analyzed  along  with  dozens  of  standards. 

In  January  of  1980,  a  raging  fire  broke  out  in  a  section  of  Peabody 
Coal  Mine  No.  10,  located  in  Christian  County  at  Pawnee,  Illinois. 
After  direct  extinguishing  techniques  were  unsuccessful,  the  area 
was  sealed,  borehole  drilled  and  liquid  carbon  dioxide  injected.  The 
area  was  monitored  until  May  at  which  time  an  elaborate  plan  was 
implemented  to  reopen  the  section.  Over  500  mine  gas  samples  were 
analyzed  along  with  dozens  of  standards. 
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On  November  22,  1979,  the  personnel  of  the  Analytical 
Laboratory  responded  with  the  mobile  laboratory  to  a  fire  at 
Freeman  Coal  Company,  Orient  No.  4  Mine  at  Johnston  City, 
Illinois  in  Williamson  County.  The  laboratory  was  prepared  to  run 
air  analysis;  however,  the  fire  was  extinguished  by  water  and  seal- 
ing and  sampling  was  not  necessary. 

During  September,  1979  the  personnel  and  mobile  laboratory 
responded  to  a  fire  at  Consohdation  Coal  Company  Mine  No.  63  at 
Coffeen,  Illinois  in  Montgomery  County.  Air  sampling  and  analysis 
were  performed  over  several  days  while  the  temporary  and  perma- 
nent seals  were  being  built  and  liquid  carbon  dioxide  was  injected.  A 
total  of  128  fire  samples  and  dozens  of  standards  were  analyzed. 

During  June,  1979,  the  personnel  of  the  Analytical  Laboratory 
responded  with  the  mobile  laboratory  to  a  fire  at  the  Old  Ben  Coal 
Company's  No.  21  Mine  at  Sesser,  Illinois  in  Franklin  County.  Air 
samphng  and  analysis  took  place  over  several  days  while  the  fire 
area  was  sealed  and  liquid  carbon  dioxide  was  injected.  Over  382 
fire  samples  were  analyzed  along  with  dozens  of  standards. 

In  March,  1979,  the  personnel  of  the  Analytical  Laboratory 
responded  with  the  mobile  laboratory  to  a  fire  at  the  Peabody  Coal 
Company  Camp  No.  1  mine  near  Morganfield,  Kentucky.  Twenty- 
five  fire  samples  were  analyzed  to  aid  in  extinguishing  the  fire  and 
in  reopening  the  mine.  The  process  included  building  seals  and  injec- 
ting liquid  carbon  dioxide. 

In  January  of  1979  the  personnel  of  the  Analytical  Laboratory 
responded  with  the  mobile  laboratory  to  a  fire  at  the  Peabody  Coal 
Company  River  King  Underground  Mine  at  Freeburg,  Illinois  in  St. 
Clair  County.  Fifty-seven  fire  samples  were  analyzed  along  with 
standards  while  the  fire  area  was  sealed.  Again  liquid  carbon  diox- 
ide was  injected. 

On  October  6,  1978,  a  fire  was  discovered  at  the  Old  Ben  Coal 
Company  Mine  No.  21.  The  portable  laboratory  was  moved  to  the 
mine  site  and  atmospheric  samples  and  analyses  were  begun.  On  the 
basis  of  these  analyses,  decisions  were  made  as  to  when  the  perma- 
nent seals  could  be  built,  when  the  mine  could  be  opened  and  when 
the  fire  was  under  control.  A  total  of  115  samples  were  analyzed 
over  a  period  of  two  weeks. 

On  September  7,  1978,  methane  gas  was  found  to  be  leaking  into 
the  atmosphere  in  downtown  Eldorado  from  the  old  O'Gara  coal 
mine.  The  amount  of  gas  was  considerable  and  represented  a  poten- 
tially dangerous  condition  for  the  townspeople.  The  laboratory  was 
set  up  nearby  and  used  to  monitor  the  gas  emissions.  A  temporary 
diffuser  was  installed,  the  area  barricaded  off,  and  patrolled. 
Federal  money  was  provided  for  filling  the  old  shaft,  drilling  and 
casing  a  bleed  hole,  and  the  installation  of  a  diffuser. 
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In  1977,  the  portable  laboratory  was  set  up  in  Belleville,  Illinois 
to  permit  rapid  analysis  of  gases  from  abandoned  mines  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines  and  the  Subsidence- 
Control  Project  in  the  Belleville-Maryville,  Illinois  area. 

In  1976  for  the  first  time  the  mobile  laboratory  was  used  at  the 
Peabody  River  King  Underground  Mine  at  Freeburg  in  November 
and  December  analyzing  samples  every  four  hours  for  four  days. 
The  results  obtained  assisted  company,  and  state  and  federal  of- 
ficials in  determining  what  steps  needed  to  be  taken  to  control  and 
extinguish  the  fire  and  also  determined  when  the  permanent  seals 
could  be  built. 

Coal  Analysis 

The  second  division  of  the  Analytical  Laboratory  is  the  coal 
analysis  program,  which  was  designed  to  insure  the  quality  of  coal 
purchased  for  State  institutions  by  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  pro- 
gram was  planned  by  the  State  Purchasing  Department  and  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals. 

The  program  calls  for  several  samples  of  coal  every  month  to  be 
shipped  from  the  State's  mental,  charitable,  penal  and  educational 
institutions  to  the  laboratory  for  analysis.  The  coal  is  pulverized,  a 
composite  formed  and  then  analyzed  for  heat  content,  moisture,  ash 
and  sulfur.  If  the  coal  does  not  meet  State  specifications,  a  penalty 
can  be  imposed. 

As  a  result  of  this  program,  the  General  Services  Purchasing  Divi- 
sion is  able  to  procure  better  grades  of  coal  for  less  money.  In  the 
first  year  of  the  program  an  estimated  20%  efficiency  was  realized 
in  heating  the  various  State  institutions. 

For  the  calendar  year  of  1982,  the  State  of  Illinois  purchased  ap- 
proximately 142,000  tons  of  coal  with  a  value  of  almost  $5,800,000. 
Hundreds  of  samples  were  collected,  reduced  to  234  composites,  and 
analyzed  in  duplicate  for  a  total  of  1,638  individual  analyses.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION 

TRAINING  DIVISION 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MINES  AND  MINERALS 

The  Department,  in  1971,  established  the  Safety  Training  Divi- 
sion to  provide  instruction  for  miners  in  the  safety  aspect  of  coal 
mining  and  to  implement  any  new  training  objectives  that  might  be 
desirable  and  feasible.  The  Division  consists  of  two  full-time  state 
mine  inspectors,  two  part-time  state  mine  inspectors,  two 
secretaries  and  a  training  coordinator.  Instruction  is  offered  at  10  to 
12  different  locations  throughout  the  state,  normally  at  state  or 
public  offices. 

Although  the  training  is  available  to  all  coal  miners,  the  instruc- 
tion is  attended  primarily  by  those  personnel  desiring  to  obtain  cer- 
tificates of  competency  as  mine  examiner,  mine  manager,  hoisting 
engineer,  state  mine  inspector,  surface  mine  supervisors,  and  shaft 
and  slope  examiners  and  supervisors.  Certification  is  required  by 
law  (Chapter  93,  Illinois  Revised  Statutes)  for  those  personnel 
holding  such  positions. 

The  instruction  offered  deals  with  first  aid,  mine  rescue  tech- 
niques, accident  prevention,  state  and  federal  mining  laws,  ventila- 
tion, roof  and  rib  control,  electricity,  safety  instrumentation,  etc. 
Upon  conclusion  of  the  course,  which  is  held  twice  annually,  the 
Department  (including  the  Mining  Board)  administers  examina- 
tions, both  oral  and  written,  to  those  personnel  desiring  certificates. 
The  site  for  such  examinations  is  at  designated  locations. 

Under  authority  of  the  Federal  Coal  Mine  Health  and  Safety  Act 
of  1969,  the  Bureau  of  Mines  (now  referred  to  as  MSHA  in  regard  to 
regulation  enforcement)  established  mandatory  safety  standards 
for  the  mining  industry.  In  conjunction  with  these  standards  cer- 
tain mine  training  requirements  were  estabhshed.  Since  state  and 
federal  objectives  were  similar,  the  Department  applied  for  a  federal 
grant  in  April  of  1971.  Grant  approval  was  obtained  and  the  first 
renumeration  was  received  in  April  of  1972  based  on  the  federal 
government  reimbursing  80%  of  the  funds  which  had  been  ex- 
pended for  training.  The  grant  program  has  been  extended  from 
time  to  time.  Progress  reports,  fund  accounting,  etc.  are  a  part  of 
the  Division's  function. 

The  Department  trains  and  instructs,  and  also  issues  certificates 
of  competency  for  metal  mine  foreman,  metal  mine  hoisting 
engineer  and  state  metal  mine  inspector.  Examinations  are  also 
given  to  establish  the  proficiency  of  mine  rescue  station  supervisors 
and  their  assistants.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION 
EXPLOSIVES  DIVISION 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MINES  &  MINERALS 

Explosive  materials  are  essential  tools  in  our  modern  society. 
They  play  some  part  —  direct  or  indirect  —  in  practically  everything 
that  we  build,  make,  use  and  enjoy.  The  most  common  usage  in 
Illinois  is  incidental  to  mining,  quarrying,  road  building,  usage  on 
farms  and  similar  operations.  Without  them,  available  where  and 
when  they  are  needed,  individuals,  public  work  and  private  enter- 
prises would  be  badly  hampered.  To  facihtate  and  safeguard  their 
proper  manufacture,  transportation,  use  and  sale  is  in  the  best  in- 
terest of  each  community  and  the  state. 

The  Department,  in  July  1971,  estabhshed  the  Explosives  Divi- 
sion as  a  result  of  the  State  Legislature  passing  Senate  Bill  No.  44, 
known  as  the  Explosives  Licensing  Act.  Such  Act  supplemented  an 
Act  which  had  been  administered  by  the  Department  since  July  12, 
1939  dealing  with  the  manufacture,  possession,  storage,  transporta- 
tion, use,  sale  and  gift  of  explosives.  Headquarters  for  the  section 
was  established  at  the  Mine  Rescue  Station  and  Analytical 
Laboratory  Building  located  at  503  East  Main  Street,  Benton, 
Illinois. 

Licensing  provisions  of  the  original  explosives  act  dealt  primarily 
with  explosive  storage  magazines.  To  provide  a  more  comprehen- 
sive explosive  law  to  provisions  of  the  1971  act  dealt  with  Hcensing 
of  individuals  who  wish  to  use  or  possess  explosives.  The  statutes 
call  for  apphcant  interview,  examination,  etc.  There  were  898  -  1982 
Certificates  issued  for  explosives  storage  and  671  explosive  licenses 
issued  to  individuals  in  1982. 

Three  explosive  inspectors  constitute  the  Division  field  personnel. 
In  addition  to  those  inspections  performed  in  conjunction  with  the 
licensing  procedure  described  above  inspections  are  made  at  the 
following  places  to  insure  comphance  with  the  law;  all  explosive 
dealers,  all  explosive  manufacturers,  manufacturing  plants  and 
many  explosive  users. 

Many  varied  services,  investigations  and  inspections  are  perform- 
ed in  conjunction  with  enforcement  of  the  law.  During  the  course  of 
a  year  inspectors  perform  abut  1,700  inspections  and  initiate  be- 
tween 100  and  300  corrections.  Although  the  section  does  not  main- 
tain a  staff  to  accumulate  statistical  data  on  explosives  such  infor- 
mation is  available  from  the  office  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  In- 
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vestigation  and  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms.  The 
following  data  obtained  from  these  offices  provide  a  perspective  of 
explosive  incidents  and  other  information  for  the  U.S.,  most  of 
which  would  not  have  occured  had  legal  rules  been  obeyed.

DIVISION  OF  OIL  AND  GAS 

The  Division  of  Oil  and  Gas  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Minerals  is  required  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  "An  Act  in  Rela- 
tion to  Oil,  Gas,  Coal  and  Other  Surface  and  Underground 
resources,"  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  formulated  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Division  to  see  that  oil  wells  are  properly 
spaced;  to  control  the  drilling  and  plugging  of  oil  wells  and  wells 
drilled  in  connection  therewith;  to  see  that  necessary  precautions 
are  observed  to  protect  the  workable  coal  seams  through  which 
wells  are  drilled  and  to  prevent  pollution  of  land  and  fresh  water 
supplies  resulting  from  oil  field  operations. 

Permits  must  be  obtained  from  the  Division  of  Oil  and  Gas  before 
wells  are  drilled  for  oil,  gas,  water  supply,  water  input,  gas  input,  air 
input,  salt  water  disposal,  and  structure  test.  In  1982,  4,967  such 
permits  were  issued.  The  Law  requires  that  for  each  well  drilled  or 
acquired,  the  operator  must  furnish  the  Division  with  Bond 
coverage  to  guarantee  the  eventual  plugging  of  the  well  with  the 
satisfactory  restoration  of  the  well  site.  The  State  oil  well  inspectors 
are  in  attendance  to  supervise  the  plugging  of  all  abandoned  drill 
holes,  which  in  1982  numbered  1,713. 

The  Division  furnishes  copies  of  permits  and  plugging  affidavits 
to  the  State  Geological  Survey,  and  is  charged  with  the  responsibili- 
ty to  seeing  that  well  logs  and  cuttings  are  sent  to  the  Survey.  The 
Division  also  receives  and  records  completion  data  on  wells  drilled. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Division  provide  for  the  calling 
of  public  hearings,  upon  written  request  of  any  interested  person, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  action  with  regard  to  any  matter  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department.  All  such  hearings  are  made  of 
record  in  the  Division  and  are  open  to  public  inspection. 

The  Oil  and  Gas  Board  consists  of  four  members  and  the  Director 
of  the  Department,  and  is  subject  to  call  by  the  Mining  Board  for 
advice  and  consultation  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  oil  and  gas  in- 
dustry.

On  July  16,  1982,  Exxon  Company,  USA,  A  Division  of  Exxon 
Corporation  and  Exxon  Corporation  filed  their  Consolidated  Ap- 
plication with  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals  for  an  Order 
for  Approval  of  Enhanced  Recovery  Projects  and  for  Approval  of 
Enhanced  Recovery  Injection  and  Disposal  Operations  on  Lewis 
Hackert,  M.  B.  Heckert,  Wilbur  Hawkins  and  Ola  Harper  leases  in 
Sections  17  and  20  7N  3E,  Louden  Field,  Fayette  County,  Illinois. 

Before  hearing,  applicants  moved  to  continue  the  hearing  insofar 
as  said  Applications  concern  the  Project  and  Operations  on  the 
Wilbur  Hawkins  and  Ola  Harper  leases  in  Section  17  7N  3E  Loudon 
Field,  Fayette  County,  Ilhnois. 

After  due  notice  as  provided  by  Rule  IIA(3)  (C),  a  public  hearing 
was  commenced  on  said  Consolidated  Applications  on  September 
10,  1982,  in  the  City  of  Springfield,  lUinois.  At  said  hearing  before 
the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals,  applicants  submitted  proof, 
exhibits,  evidence  and  testimony  relating  to  the  enhanced  recovery 
which  applicants  recommended  be  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Mines  and  Minerals.  Other  interested  parties  were  afforded  an  op- 
portunity to  be  and  were  heard  in  connection  therewith. 

After  hearing  evidence  on  September  10,  1982,  the  matter  of  the 
Consolidated  Application  was  continued  to  9:30  A.M.  on  September 
28,  1982,  in  the  City  of  Springfield,  Illinois.  On  September  28,  1982, 
the  Mining  Board  heard  further  testimony  and  arguments  of  the 
parties. 
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FINDINGS  OF  FACTS 

The  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals  finds: 

1.  That  the  enhanced  recovery  project  and  disposal  operations  in 
said  Section  20  are  feasible  and  reasonably  necessary  to  increase  the 
ultimate  recovery  of  oil  and  gas  and  to  prevent  waste,  and  to  protect 
the  correlative  rights;  and 

2.  That  the  area  extent  of  the  enhanced  recovery  project  and 
recovery  injection  and  disposal  operations  in  said  Section  20,  has 
been  reasonably  defined  as  determined  by  engineering  evaluation, 
and  the  operation  of  said  project  and  injection  and  disposal  opera- 
tions will  have  no  substantially  adverse  effect  upon  the  remainder  of 
the  Loudon  Field,  Fayette  County,  Illinois. 

CONCLUSIONS  OF  LAW 

That  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals  has  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  matter  and  the  persons  interested  therein;  that  due  and 
proper  notices  of  the  applications  and  of  the  time,  place  and  purpose 
of  the  hearing  were  given  as  required  by  law;  that  all  interested  par- 
ties were  afforded  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  therein;  and 

That  in  the  interest  of  obtaining  the  benefits  of  enhanced  recovery

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IT  IS  ORDERED  by  the  Department  of 
Mines  and  Minerals  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  ConsoHdated  Application  of  Exxon  Company,  USA,  a 
Division  of  Exxon  Corporation,  and  Exxon  Corporation  for  Ap- 
proval of  Enhanced  Recovery  Projects  and  for  Approval  of  En- 
hanced Recovery  Injection  and  Disposal  Operations  on  the  Wilbur 
Hawkins  and  Ola  Harper  leases  in  Section  17  7N  3E,  Loudon  Field, 
Fayette  County,  Illinois,  is  continued  until  further  Order  by  the 
Department. 

2.  That  the  Consolidated  Application  of  Exxon  Company,  USA,  a 
Division  of  Exxon  Corporation,  and  Exxon  Corporation  for  Ap- 
proval of  Enhanced  Operations  Projects  and  for  Approval  of 
Enhanced  Recovery  Injection  and  Disposal  Operations  on  Lewis 
Hackert,  M.  B.  Heckert,  leases  in  Section  20  7N  3E,  Loudon  Field, 
Fayette  County,  Ilhnois,  is  granted. 
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3.  That  the  Project  Area  shall  be  the  area  outlined  on  the  Plat  of 
the  51/2  NW1/4  and  N'A  SWVa  of  Section  20  7N  3E,  Avena  Township, 
Fayette  County,  Illinois,  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  of 
reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 

4.  That  the  enhanced  recovery  technique  utilizing  a  fluid  injec- 
tion process  wherein  a  surfactant-polymer  microemulsion  followed 
by  polymer  followed  by  Tar  Springs  brine  water  is  injected  into  the 
formation  and  displaced  toward  production  wells  be  initiated  in  the 
Weiler  Sand  formation. 

5.  That  the  operator,  Exxon  Company,  USA,  a  Division  of  Exxon 
Corporation,  and  Exxon  Corporation  shall  from  time  to  time  make 
such  reports  to  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals  concerning 
the  operation  of  the  said  Enhanced  Recovery  Project  and  Enhanced 
Recovery  Injection  and  Disposal  Operations  as  may  be  requested. 

6.  The  operations  of  the  Enhanced  Recovery  Projects  and 
Enhanced  Recovery  Injection  and  Disposal  Operations  are  subject 
to  the  following  filed  rules: 

A.  These  filed  rules  shall  apply  only  to  the  project  and  opera- 
tions to  be  conducted  in  the  Project  Area  described  in  this  Order. 

B.  Withdrawals  from  the  Project  Area  will  be  balanced 
against  injection  with  the  Project  Area,  insofar  as  is  practical,  so 
that  there  will  be  no  net  fluid  migration  out  of  the  Project  Area. 

C.  If  any  producing  well  in  the  Project  Area  is  off  production 
for  more  than  15  days,  the  injection  rate  into  all  offset  project  injec- 
tion wells  will  be  decreased  to  a  rate  no  greater  than  75%  of  the  rate 
in  effect  just  prior  to  the  cessation  of  production  in  the  problem 
well.  Subsequently,  rates  of  the  affected  producer  and  offset  injec- 
tor wells  shall  be  adjusted  to  bring  the  project  injection  and 
withdrawal  into  balance  prior  to  the  end  of  the  subsequent  month. 
If  required  to  attain  balance  at  the  end  of  the  subsequent  month, 
such  action  will  include  shutting  in  offset  injection  wells. 

D.  Methanol  will  be  included  as  a  tracer  in  the  microemulsion 
injected  into  the  pilot  project.  The  Exxon  Thomas  Mills  #6  well, 
located  in  SE'A  SEy4  NEy4  of  Section  19  7N  3E,  is  designated  a 
monitoring  well  to  determine  if  any  fluid  migration  from  the  Project 
Area  is  occurring.  Exxon  will  take  a  wellhead  sample  of  produced 
fluids  prior  to  the  start  of  injection  in  the  Project  Area  and  subse- 
quently at  six-month  intervals  or  other  appropriate  intervals  as 
directed  by  the  Department.  Each  sample  will  be  analyzed  for  detec- 
tion of  the  presence  of  methanol  and  the  results  of  each  analysis  will 
be  reported  to  the  Department. 

E.  If  methanol  is  detected  in  the  fluid  samples  of  Thomas 
Mills  #6,  Exxon  will  adjust  the  injection  and  production  rates  of  of 
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wells  in  the  Project  Area  in  a  manner  that  will  cause  the  migration 
to  cease. 

F.  Upon  request  of  either  Exxon  or  the  Department,  an  alter- 
nate monitoring  well  may  be  designated  by  the  Department. 

G.  No  injection  of  fluids  will  be  commenced  in  the  Project 
Area  until  all  production  wells  are  completed  and  equipped  for  pro- 
duction and  placed  on  production  except  for  completion  testing  of 
the  individual  injection  wells  and  well  pressure  tests  for  reservoir 
description  purposes.  The  duration  of  such  injection  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 15  cumulative  days  for  each  injection  well. 

H.  Daily  total  fluid  production,  injection  rates  and  injection 
pressure  of  each  injection  well  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Department  monthly  until  the  project  is  terminated. 

I.  Injection  rates  per  well  in  the  Project  Area  shall  not  exceed 
13  barrels  of  fluid  per  day  per  net  foot  of  pay. 

The  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals  retains  continuing 
jurisdiction  over  said  Enhanced  Recovery  Project  and  Enhanced 
Recovery  Injection  and  Disposal  Operations  in  order  that  it  may  ex- 
ercise administrative  control  as  is  consistent  with  its  powers  and 
duties  as  established  by  the  statutes  of  the  State  of  lUinois.

Township,  Fayette  County,  Illinois,  attached  hereto  and  made  a 
part  hereof  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.  That  the  enhanced  recovery  technique  utilizing  a  fluid  in- 
jection process  wherein  a  surfactant-polymer  microemulsion 
followed  by  polymer  foUowed  by  Tar  Springs  brine  water  is  in- 
jected into  the  formation  and  displaced  toward  production 
wells  be  initiated  in  the  Weiler  Sand  formation. 

4.  That  the  operator,  Exxon  Company,  USA,  a  Division  of 
Exxon  Corporation,  and  Exxon  Corporation  shall  from  time  to 
time  make  such  reports  to  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Minerals  concerning  the  operation  of  the  said  Enhanced 
Recovery  Project  and  Enhanced  Recovery  Injection  and 
Disposal  Operations  as  may  be  requested. 

5.  The  operations  of  the  Enhanced  Recovery  Projects  and 
Enhanced  Recovery  Injection  and  Disposal  Operations  are  sub- 
ject to  the  following  field  rules: 

A.  These  field  rules  shall  apply  only  to  the  project  and 
operations  to  be  conducted  in  the  Project  Area  described  in  this 
Order. 

B.  Withdrawals  from  the  Project  Area  will  be  balanced 
against  injection  within  the  Project  Area,  insofar  as  is  prac- 
tical, so  that  there  will  be  no  net  fluid  migration  out  of  the  Pro- 
ject Area. 
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C.  If  any  producing  well  in  the  Project  Area  is  off  pro- 
duction for  more  than  15  days,  the  injection  rate  into  all  offset 
project  injection  wells  will  be  decreased  to  a  rate  no  greater 
than  75%  of  the  rate  in  effect  just  prior  to  the  cessation  of  pro- 
duction in  the  problem  well.  Subsequently,  rates  of  the  affected 
producer  and  offset  injector  wells  shall  be  adjusted  to  bring  the 
project  injection  and  withdrawal  into  balance  prior  to  the  end  of 
the  subsequent  month.  If  required  to  attain  balance  at  the  end 
of  the  subsequent  month,  such  action  will  include  shutting  in 
offset  injection  wells. 

D.  Methanol  will  be  included  as  a  tracer  in  the 
microemulsion  injected  into  the  Pilot  project.  The  Exxon, 
Reece-Griffith  Unit  #5  well,  located  in  the  SE1/4  SEy4  SEy4  of 
Section  30  7N  3E,  and  the  Reavis  Calvert,  Homan  #3  well, 
located  in  NWy4  NWy4  NWy4  of  Section  32  7N  3E,  are 
designated  as  monitoring  wells  to  determine  if  any  fluid  migra- 
tion from  the  Project  Area  is  occurring.  Exxon  and  Reavis 
Calvert  will  take  a  wellhead  sample  of  produced  fluids  from 
their  respective  monitoring  well  prior  to  the  start  of  injection  in 
the  Project  Area  and  subsequently  at  six-month  intervals  or 
other  appropriate  intervals  as  directed  by  the  Department. 
Each  sample  will  be  analyzed  for  detection  of  the  presence  of 
methanol  and  the  results  of  each  analysis  will  be  reported  to  the 
Department.  Reavis  Calvert  will  furnish  Exxon  a  monthly 
report  of  the  oil  and  water  production  from  the  Homan  #3  well 
beginning  with  the  month  in  which  Exxon  commences  injection 
into, the  Project  Area.  If  methanol  is  detected  in  the  fluid 
samples  of  the  Homan  #3  monitoring  well,  Exxon  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  take  wellhead  samples  of  produced  fluids  from  the 
well  and  have  them  analyzed  to  confirm  the  detection  of 
methanol. 

E.  If  methanol  is  detected  in  the  fluid  samples  of  a 
monitoring  well,  Exxon  will  adjust  the  injection  and  production 
rates  of  wells  in  the  Project  Area  in  a  manner  that  will  cause  the 
migration  to  cease. 

F.  Upon  request  of  either  Exxon  or  the  Department,  an 
alternate  monitoring  well  may  be  designated  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

G.  No  injection  of  fluids  will  be  commenced  in  the  Pro- 
ject Area  until  all  production  wells  are  completed  and  equipped 
for  production  and  placed  on  production  except  for  completion 
testing  of  the  individual  injection  wells  and  well  pressure  tests 
for  reservoir  description  purposes.  The  duration  of  such  injec- 
tion shall  not  exceed  15  cumulative  days  for  each  injection  well. 
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H.  Daily  total  fluid  production,  injection  rates  and  injec- 
tion pressure  of  each  injection  well  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Department  monthly  until  the  project  is  ter- 
minated. 

I.  Injection  rates  per  well  in  the  Project  Area  shall  not 
exceed  13  barrels  of  fluid  per  day  per  net  foot  of  pay. 

The  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals  retains  continuing 
jurisdiction  over  said  Enhanced  Recovery  Project  and  En- 
hanced Recovery  Injection  and  Disposal  Operations  in  order 
that  it  may  exercise  administrative  control  as  is  consistent  with 
its  powers  and  duties  as  estabUshed  by  the  statutes  of  the  State 
of  lUinois.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
LAND  RECLAMATION  DIVISION 

A  state  surface  mining  regulatory  program  has  been  in  existence 
in  Illinois  since  1962.  The  Open  Cut  Land  Reclamation  Act  (OCM) 
required  spoil  ridge  tops  to  be  levelled,  graded  and  vegetated.  Re- 
quirements for  reclamation  were  increased  under  the  Surface  Mined 
Land  Reclamation  Act  (SMLRA)  of  1968.  The  Surface  Mined  Land 
Conservation  and  Reclamation  Act  (SMLRCA)  was  passed  in  1971 
and  has  been  amended  periodically  adding  stricter  provisions.  In 
1977,  the  federal  Surface  Mining  Control  and  Reclamation  Act,  P.L. 
95-87,  was  passed  and  states  were  required  to  develop  regulatory 
programs  at  least  as  stringent  as  the  federal  rules  and  regulations. 
Illinois  amended  SMLCRA  in  1978  to  obtain  the  authority  to 
operate  an  interim  regulatory  program  until  federal  approval  was 
received  for  a  permanent  regulatory  program.  The  Illinois  Surface 
Coal  Mining  Land  Conservation  and  Reclamation  Act  (1980  Act) 
was  enacted  on  June  1,  1980  in  order  to  allow  development  and  im- 
plementation of  the  permanent  program.  Illinois'  program  was  con- 
ditionally approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  the 
Interior  on  June  1,1982. 

All  surface  and  underground  coal  mining  operations  and  secon- 
dary (carbon)  recovery  operations  in  the  state  will  be  regulated 
under  the  permanent  program  to  take  effect  February  1,  1983.  One 
of  the  five  conditions  to  federal  approval  of  the  state  program, 
citizen  inspections  for  bond  release,  was  resolved  in  1982. 

Federal  approval  of  the  state  program  has  enabled  Illinois  to 
receive  its  50  percent  share  of  federal  reclamation  funds  for  restora- 
tion of  abandoned  mined  lands.  Other  types  of  mining  in  the  state 
continue  to  operate  under  SMLCRA  as  amended  in  1977.  No  rule  or 
law  changes  were  made  for  these  operations  in  1982. 

Prior  to  July  1976  the  Division  issued  permits  as  annual  permits 
and  after  1976  for  one,  two  or  three  years.  Operating  permits  issued 
since  1962  are  Hsted  in  Table  1  according  to  their  year  of  termina- 
tion. The  law  under  which  permits  were  issued  is  also  identified. 

For  permits  issued  since  1962,  a  total  of  797  permit  locations  at 
254  mines  were  being  inspected  as  of  December  31,  1982  for  all 
types  of  surface-mineral  extraction.  For  coal,  399  permit  locations 
were  under  inspection  for  115  mines.  Surface  areas  of  underground 
coal  mines,  refuse  disposal  areas,  surface  mine  support  facilities,  as 
well  as  carbon  recovery  operations  were  inspected  in  1982.  For 
limestone  extraction,  273  permit  locations  were  under  inspection  at 
90  mines;  for  shale  and  clay,  25  permit  locations  at  9  mines;  for 
silica  sand,  40  permit  locations  at  9  mines;  and  for  sand  and  gravel, 
60  permit  locations  at  31  mines. 
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A  total  number  of  acres  under  existing  permits  is  212,880.34.  The 
majority  of  this  acreage  (201,704.09  acres)  is  for  coal  operations.  Of 
the  remaining  acres,  8,342.10  acres  have  been  permitted  for 
limestone  operations,  2,211.20  acres  for  sand  and  gravel;  896.57 
acres  for  silica  sand  and  460.38  acres  for  shale  and  clay. 

Acres  affected  by  mining  activities  (123,391.54  acres)  is 
somewhat  lower  than  permitted  acres.  The  total  acres  affected  are 
114,113.66  for  coal,  6,811.49  for  Hmestone,  1,551.33  for  sand  and 
gravel,  577.94  for  silica  sand,  and  337.12  for  shale  and  clay.  Re- 
porting of  affected  acreages  is  not  required  for  surface  coal  mine 
support  facilities,  surface  operations  associated  with  underground 
mines  and  refuse  area  permits. 

A  total  of  2,025.69  acres  have  been  reaffected  by  mining  opera- 
tions. For  coal,  1,986.64  acres  have  been  reaffected  while  30.80  acres 
have  been  reaffected  by  limestone  operations  and  8.25  acres  have 
been  reaffected  by  shale  and  clay  operations. 

Tables  II  and  III  reflect  the  amount  of  land  reclaimed  in  the  state 
under  three  earlier  state  laws,  OCM  and  SMLRA  (Table  II)  and 
SMLRCA  (Table  III).  Totals  for  Table  II  are  hsted  according  to  the 
calendar  year  the  acreage  was  affected  and  the  year  this  affected 
acreage  was  reclaimed  and  the  bond  released.  Totals  on  Table  III 
are  listed  according  to  the  year  that  the  permit  for  mineral  extrac- 
tion expires.  These  tables  include  only  those  acres  for  which  grading 
and  vegetation  bond  was  released.  Those  acres  with  vegetation 
bond  remaining  (which  may  have  had  the  grading  bond  previously 
released)  are  not  included  on  either  Table.  Adjustment  bond  release 
for  re-permitted  refuse  areas  and  reaffected  acreage  are  tallied 
separately. 

A  total  of  103,181  acres  were  mined  for  coal  prior  to  December  31, 
1961  when  permit  and  reclamation  requirements  came  into  effect. 
The  reclamation  totals  given  in  Table  II  are  for  coal  mining  permits 
issued  from  1962  through  1968  under  OCM  and  for  permits  issued 
from  fiscal  year  1969  through  fiscal  year  1972  under  SMLRA. 
Reclamation  totals  are  occasionally  higher  than  acres  affected 
because  acres  reclaimed  prior  to  the  first  law  (OCM)  which  met  the 
minimum  standards  were  included  in  the  totals  (Table  II  only).  For 
coal  and  limestone,  about  half  of  the  total  reclaimed  acres  were 
graded  for  crop  or  pasture  and  about  half  for  strike-off  pasture. 
Nearly  half  of  the  shale  and  clay  and  half  of  the  silica  sand  and  sand 
and  gravel  acres  were  graded  for  crop  or  pasture. 

Total  acres  reclaimed  are  divided  under  categories  for  grading  and 
texture  and  for  land  use.  For  coal,  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  total 
acres  were  released  for  pastureland  use.  Over  half  the  land  reclaim- 
ed from  limestone  extraction  was  released  for  pasture  use.  Shale  and 
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clay  operations  had  a  high  percentage  of  land  reclaimed  for 
pastureland  use.  Both  silica  sand  and  sand  and  gravel  operations 
have  half  of  land  reclaimed  as  pit  floor,  water  impoundment, 
high  wall  or  road. 

Grading  and  texture  categories  for  coal  show  7,083.09  acres  that 
have  been  reclaimed  and  released  to  Rule  1104  standards  or  a  max- 
imum grade  of  4%  of  the  original  grade  with  the  remaining  areas 
reclaimed  to  a  maximum  grade  of  15%  or  30%.  This  reclaimed  land 
is  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes.  The  majority  of  the  acres  for 
limestone,  clay  and  shale,  sihca  sand  and  sand  and  gravel  were 
reclaimed  to  a  maximum  grade  of  15%  or  30%.  These  slopes  are 
common  for  pastureland  use. 

To  determine  the  number  of  acres  reclaimed  and  released  from 
bond  obligation  in  1982,  contrast  reclamation  totals  with  those 
from  Table  III  in  the  1981  annual  report. 

During  1982,  the  Division  issued  letters  under  both  SMLRA  and 
SMLCRA  notifying  mining  operators  to  remedy  a  noncompHance  to 
avoid  bond  forfeiture  (Noncompliance  Chart).  Under  the  SMLRA, 
one  90-day  letter  was  sent  to  a  coal  operator. 

Twenty -three  45-day  letters,  including  19  to  coal  operators  and 
four  to  clay  and  shale  extraction  operators  were  sent  under 
SMLCRA  in  1982.  The  30-day  letters  sent  included  eight  to  coal 
operators  and  one  to  a  clay  and  shale  operator.  Letters  were 
withdrawn  once  an  operator  has  shown  adherence  to  a  fixed 
schedule  to  remedy  the  noncompliance. 

Under  SMLCRA  and  the  1980  Act,  written  citations  are  issued 
for  any  violation  of  the  Act,  the  rules  and  regulations  or  conditions 
of  a  coal  mining  permit.  There  were  a  total  of  122  notices  of  viola- 
tion issued  in  1982.  Notices  require  remedial  action  and  a  time 
frame  for  violation  abatement.  For  the  74  notices  issued  after  June 
1,  1982,  the  Department  had  the  authority  under  the  permanent 
program  (1980  Act)  to  assess  and  collect  fines  for  each  violation.  A 
total  of  $11,730  in  fines  was  collected  by  the  Department  from  June 
1  through  December  31,  1982.  Failure  to  comply  with  an  abatement 
plan  for  a  notice  of  violation  can  result  in  an  order  to  cease  opera- 
tions. A  total  of  seven  cessation  orders  were  issued  in  1982  due  to 
failure  to  abate  a  violation.  Cessation  orders  may  also  be  issued 
when  a  practice  results  in  imminent  danger  to  public  health  and 
safety  or  significant  environmental  harm. 

When  a  coal  mining  company  fails  to  perform  required  reclama- 
tion, its  surety  bond  can  be  secured  so  that  reclamation  can  be  per- 
formed by  the  Division.  Table  IV  is  a  summary  by  coal  company  or 
surety  bond  forfeitures  for  all  reclamation  laws  except  the  1980  Act.

To  date,  bond  forfeiture  has  been  requested  by  the  Division  on  a 
total  of  790.30  permitted  acres  (acres  reclaimed  and  acres  remain- 
ing) and  291.73  unpermitted  acres.  Of  the  permitted  acreage,  495.85 
acres  have  been  reclaimed  and  174.03  unpermitted  acres  have  been 
reclaimed. 

A  total  of  $456,833.58  in  forfeitures  has  been  requested  by  the 
Division  (forfeitures  requested  and  bond  forfeited)  and  $448,433.58 
has  been  forfeited  to  date.  The  Division  has  performed  reclamation 
with  bond  forfeitures  totalling  $299,040.06. 

The  total  amount  of  land  disturbed  due  to  surface  mining  (coal 
only)  in  Illinois  is  listed  in  Table  V.  Affected  areas  are  by  county  for 
surface  mining  prior  to  and  after  reclamation  laws  were  passed. 

A  total  of  219,125.88  acres  have  been  affected  by  surface  mining 
in  the  state  to  date,  with  103,181  acres  affected  prior  to  reclamation 
laws.  A  total  of  4,658.95  acres  were  affected  in  1982,  an  increase  of 
807.5  acres  from  1981. 

For  acres  affected  in  1982,  Perry  County  continues  to  be  the 
leading  county  with  1,542.60.  Fulton  County  is  next  with  884  acres 
affected,  then  Randolph  with  770.20  and  WiUiamson  with  600.55 
acres.  Saline  County  completed  a  listing  of  the  five  counties  with 
the  most  affected  acreage  with  292  acres  affected  in  1982. 

Perry  County  also  has  the  highest  percentage  of  acres  affected  by 
surface  mining,  12.36  percent.  Fulton  County  is  next  with  9.10  per- 
cent, then  Williamson  with  6.08  percent.  Saline  with  4.90  percent 
and  Knox  with  4.65  percent.  To  date,  0.607  percent  of  the  entire 
state  has  been  affected  by  surface  mining. 

Figure  I  is  a  graphical  representation  of  the  total  affected  acreage 
for  coal  operations  based  on  permit  years.  This  Figure  shows  a 
slight  upturn  in  the  general  downward  trend  of  acres  affected  for 
coal  mining  for  permits  issued  since  1963. 
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The  Division  has  also  issued  refuse  disposal  permits  for  coal  and 
aggregate  mining  under  SMLRA  and  SMLCRA  (Table  VI).  A  total 
of  162  permits  have  been  issued  under  both  Acts  with  90  presently 
in  effect.  A  total  of  4,457.77  acres  have  been  permitted  for  refuse 
disposal.  Bond  has  been  released  on  1,234.52  acres. 

In  Table  VII,  acreage  to  be  reclaimed  under  surface  mining  per- 
mit reclamation  plans  approved  from  July  1  -  December  31,  1982 
are  described  by  mineral  product.  Total  permitted  acreage  is 
2,185.15  acres.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  acres  permitted  in 
1982  may  be  attributed  to  Emergency  Rule  9.3  which  enabled  coal 
operators  to  continue  operating  under  surface  disturbance  permits 
which  may  have  expired  under  normal  circumstances.  Rule  9.3  was 
promulgated  to  allow  for  the  orderly  transition  from  the  interim  to 
the  permanent  program  for  coal  operations. 

Table  VII  lists  the  reclaimed  areas  by  two  major  categories:  slope 
and  texture  (capability)  and  land  use.  Capability  to  which  the  land 
must  be  reclaimed  is  determined  by  the  Department  and  is  depen- 
dent upon  the  capability  prior  to  mining  activity.  The  post-mining 
land  use  may  involve  personal  choice  of  the  landowner  or  land 
management  practices  (i.e.  allowing  rowcrop  capability  land  to  be 
used  as  pasture  land).  For  the  land  permitted  in  this  time  frame  for 
all  types  of  surface  mining,  48.45%  will  be  reclaimed  to  Rule  1104 
standards  while  30.51%  will  have  a  maximum  grade  of  15%. 

According  to  land  use  plans,  73.21  percent  of  the  land  will  be 
reclaimed  to  agricultural  use,  11.43  percent  to  wildHfe  use,  7.44  per- 
cent for  water  use,  5.04  percent  for  forest  use  and  2.87  percent  for  in- 
dustrial use.  Land  use  patterns  for  reclamation  plans  in  permits 
issued  since  1975  show  the  following:

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For  coal  only,  data  from  Table  VII  and  Table  IX  showing  the 
change  in  land  use  after  mining  has  been  presented  in  Figure  2.  The 
lower  chart  of  Figure  2  shows  the  planned  land  use  after  coal  mining 
on  lands  permitted  from  July  1  -  December  31,  1982.  A  total  of 
75.96  percent  will  be  in  agricultural  use.  A  total  of  12.64  percent  of 
the  land  will  be  in  wildlife  use,  5.81  percent  in  forest,  2.58  percent  in 
water  and  3  percent  in  industrial  use.  This  may  be  contrasted  with 
the  land  uses  before  mining  (from  Table  IX  and  the  upper  chart  of 
Figure  2)  showing  68.97  percent  agricultural  land  (pasture  and 
crop).  Pre-mining  land  uses  also  included  21.05  percent  forest  use, 
5.82  percent  industrial  use  and  4.16  percent  water.  There  will  be  a 
slight  increase  in  the  amount  of  acreage  reclaimed  to  agricultural 
uses. 

Under  SMLCRA,  the  Division  is  required  to  hold  public  hearings 
to  discuss  proposed  land  reclamation  plans,  when  requested  by  a 
county  board  or  commission  in  the  county  where  mining  is  pro- 
posed. A  total  of  six  hearings  were  held,  three  in  Fulton  County, 
traditionally  the  site  of  the  majority  of  the  hearings,  and  one  each  in 
Gallatin,  Peoria  and  Schuyler  Counties.  All  these  hearings  per- 
tained to  coal  mining  permits  only.

In  addition,  under  the  permanent  program  (1980  Act),  a  variety  of 
individuals  may  request  the  Department  conduct  an  informal  con- 
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ference  and/or  a  public  hearing  to  discuss  aspects  of  permit  applica- 
tions. Informal  conferences  may  be  requested,  in  writing,  by  any 
person  whose  interests  are  or  may  be  adversely  affected  by  issuance 
of  the  permit,  as  well  as  any  officer  of  any  Federal,  State  or  local 
government  agency.  A  public  hearing  may  also  be  requested,  in 
writing,  by  the  above  mentioned  entities.  The  Department  con- 
ducted six  informal  conferences  and  one  public  hearing  on  perma- 
nent program  permit  applications  submitted  after  June  1,  1982. 

Table  IX  shows,  by  mineral  product,  the  type  of  land  use  during 
the  five-year  period  preceding  surface  mining  permit  issuance.  Only 
land  with  permits  issued  from  July  1  -  December  31,  1982  are 
shown. 

For  the  five-year  period,  71,27  percent  of  2,185.25  acres  was  used 
for  agricultural  uses  (crops  or  pasture).  A  total  of  19.82  percent  was 
used  for  forest,  5.30  percent  for  industrial  purposes  and  3.61  percent 
for  water. 

Following  is  a  similar  chart  for  five-year  land  use  periods 
preceding  issuance  of  surface  mining  permits  reported  annually 
since  1972.  The  chart  shows  a  change  between  1981  and  1982  with  a 
decrease  in  the  percentage  of  forestland  permitted  and  a  small  in- 
crease in  the  percentage  of  cropland,  pastureland,  industrial  and 
water  uses  permitted.

The  following  chart  combines  land  use  categories  from  the  two 
preceding  tables  (VII  and  IX)  to  give  an  overall  picture  of  land  uses 
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for  the  five-year  period  preceding  permit  issuance  annually  and  the 
planned  land  use  after  mining. 

Crop  and  pasture  areas  are  combined  under  agriculture,  while 
forest  and  wildlife  categories  are  combined  under  forest.  Data  for 
1982  were  taken  from  Tables  VII  and  IX  shown  and  from  Tables  A 
and  C  in  previous  annual  reports. 

Land  uses  after  mining  for  1982  closely  reflect  the  land  uses  in  ex- 
istence for  the  previous  five  years.  Under  the  interim  program, 
SMLCRA  imposes  a  regulatory  preference  for  land  to  be  reclaimed 
to  the  pre-mining  uses.  Changes  in  land  use  must  be  approved  under 
an  alternative  land  use  procedure.

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Surface  mining  permit  applicants  are  required  to  submit  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  land  ownership  and  assessed  valuation  for  acres 
to  be  surface  mined.  For  permits  used  from  July  1  -  December  31, 
1982,  such  data  are  summarized  in  Table  X  by  mineral  type. 

Nearly  half  of  the  acres  permitted  for  surface  mining  during  this 
period,  42.05  percent,  was  assessed  at  $150-199  per  acre.  Of  the  re- 
maining acreage,  13.14%  was  assessed  at  less  than  $150  per  acre; 
23.28%  at  $200-499  and  21.32  percent  was  assessed  at  a  value  over 
$500. 

Table  XI  shows,  by  product  type,  the  number  of  surety  bonds 
held  by  the  Division  for  surface  mining  and  refuse  disposal  area  per- 
mits, both  surface  and  underground  mines,  in  1982.  Also  shown  are 
bonds  on  previously  issued  permits. 

A  total  of  39  surface  mining  bonds  were  received  in  1982  for 
8,029.74  acres  at  a  value  of  $37,293,525.  Eighteen  of  the  bonds  were 
for  coal  operations  and  13  for  limestone. 

An  average  surface  mining  bond  per  acre  is  $4,644.42,  higher  than 
the  rate  for  1981  at  $3,899.  For  refuse  disposal  area  permits,  bond 
was  received  in  1982  for  four  acres  of  clay  and  shale  extraction,  at  a 
value  of  $2,400  ($600/acre). 

With  bonds  held  on  previously  issued  permits,  the  toal  bond  held 
by  the  Division  was  $233,117,098  for  surface  mining  permits  and 
$2,858,236  for  refuse  disposal  area  permits. 

Methods  to  remove  overburden  for  surface  mining  reported  for 
July  1  -  December  31,  1982  are  summarized  in  Table  XII  for  all 
types  of  mineral  extraction.  Over  half  of  the  acreage  mined,  1,252 
acres,  was  by  dragline,  primarily  by  coal  mining.  Dozer  and  scraper 
machinery  and  dragline  and  shovel  machinery  were  both  used  about 
equally,  on  258.69  and  265.4  acres,  respectively.  The  remainder  of

Acreage  permitted  for  a  specific  use  (Haulage  Roads,  Drainage  Ditches,  etc.) 
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the  acreage  constituted  miscellaneous  areas  which  may  not  have  in- 
curred actual  mining  (i.e.,  haulage  roads).  No  new  acreage  was 
mined  by  shovel  alone. 

Table  XIII  shows,  by  mineral  type,  the  depth  of  overburden  for 
mining  permits  issued  from  July  1  -  December  31,  1982.  Of  the 
2,185.25  acres  permitted  only  1,711.09  acres  will  incur  overburden 
removal.  The  remaining  474.16  acres  will  be  utilized  for  activities 
such  as  haulage  roads  or  other  support  facilities.

Nearly  half  the  acreage,  1,084.40  acres,  had  overburden  depth  be- 
tween 51  and  75  feet.  Another  352.00  acres  had  overburden  depth 
greater  than  76  feet.  Overburden  depth  for  aggregate  operations  in 
relatively  shallow,  in  the  1  to  50  feet  range.  O^'erburden  depth  for 
the  1,436  acres  of  coal  to  incur  overburden  removal  ranges  from  51 
to  over  100  feet. 

The  following  table  shows  percentages  of  overburden  depths  for 
coal  mined  acreage  at  26  to  75  feet  and  75  to  100  feet.  A  fluctuating 
pattern  is  seen  for  overburden  depths.

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Under  SMLCRA,  the  capability  of  land  prior  to  coal  mining  is 
determined  using  several  criteria  (i.e.,  slope).  Land  use  after 
reclamation  can  be  contrasted  with  this  information.  Table  XIV 
summarizes  data  for  coal  mined  acres  by  county,  July  1  -  December 
31,  1982. 

TotEd  permit  acreage  for  coal  mining  was  1,895.46  acres  with 
712.96  acres  or  37.61  percent  actually  used  for  row  crop  production 
before  mining  (Col.  2).  A  total  of  1,149.31  acres  or  60.64  percent  of 
permitted  acreage  was  Class  1,  2,  or  3  land  (Col.  5)  according  to 
U.S.D.A.  Soil  Conservation  Service  categories,  and  746.15  acres  or 
39.63  percent  was  not  Class  1,  2,  or  3  (Col.  3). 

A  total  of  1,022.72  acres  of  Class  1,  2  and  3  land,  53.96  percent  of 
this  total  permitted  acreage,  also  had  A  and  B  slopes  (Col.  4).  This 
acreage  is  generally  considered  to  be  prime  farmland  (A=0-2%; 
B=  2-5%).  More  acreage  permitted  for  coal  mining  had  the  capabili- 
ty for  rowcrop  production  (Col.  4)  than  was  actually  being  used  for 
rowcrops  (Col.  2)  before  mining. 

Williamson  and  Saline  Counties  had  substantially  more  CFass  1,  2 
and  3  land  with  A  and  B  slopes  (Col.  4)  than  acreage  being  used  for 
row  crop  production  (Col.  2).  Fulton  County  had  more  land  in  row 
crop  use  than  had  the  capability  for  such  use. 

Land  capabilities  existing  before  mining  must  be  restored  after 
mining.  However,  land  uses  or  vegetation  planned  need  not  corres- 
pond to  capability.  Land  is  often  initially  restored  to  pasture  to 
regain  tilth,  organic  matter,  nutrients,  etc.,  which  may  be  reduced 
by  the  mining  process  before  rowcrop  production  is  started. 

Land  uses  planned  after  reclamation  (Cols.  6-12)  show  the  highest 
percentage  of  land  to  be  used  as  pasture,  49.82  percent  or  944.36 
acres.  Cropland  use  accounts  for  26.14  percent  or  495.40  acres, 
wildlife  use  for  12.65  percent,  forest  use  for  5.81  percent,  industrial 
use  for  3.00  percent  and  water  use  for  2.58  percent. 

Fulton,  Peoria  and  Williamson  Counties'  reclamation  plans  show 
a  similar  amount  of  high  capability  cropland  (1104)  being  restored 
(Col.  7)  as  was  used  for  rowcrops  before  mining  (Col.  2).  However,  no 
land  will  be  used  for  crop  production  in  Jackson,  Perry,  Saline  and 
Knox  Counties. 
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
